TO  THE  TOWN  COUNCIL  OF  DONCASTEB. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Library  Coiniiiittee  beg  to  present  their  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1908. 

Taking  the  appended  statistics  as  a  criterion,  it  will  be 
seen  that  progress  has  been  made. 

The  first  table,  which  is  an  analysis  of  tho  issues 
recorded  in  the  Lending  Depai'tment,  shows  an  aggregate  of 
81,788,  and  the  daily  average  270.  Compared  to  the  previous 
year's  figures  74,732  and  255,  an  increasi  of  7,05(5.  Tliis  is 
partly  attributable  to  the  fact  of  the  Libraiy  being  open  303 
days  against  293.  The  daily  average  varied  from  327  in 
February  to  222  in  August  ;  the  difference  is  evide'.ice  of  the 
influence  of  the  seasons  on  the  amount  of  reading  done.  The 
highest  number  issued  in  one  day  was  635,  whilst  (iOO  was 
exceeded  several  times. 

Of  the  total,  Fiction  and  Juvenile  Literature  (which 
are  classified  together)  comprised  61,895,  approximately  75 
per  cent.  ;  last  year  the  per  centage  was  76.  Although  only 
a  reduction  of  one  per  cent,  it  is  proof  there  is  a  tendency  for 
a  more  serious  class  of  literature. 

The  number  of  volumes  consulted  in  the  Reference 
Deiiartment.  Department  was  1,594  against  1,461  the  year  before.  Con- 
sidering the  works  that  are  included  in  this  section,  amongst 
which  are  several  of  local  interest,  the  number  of  users  is 
only  meagre,  but  as  the  return  shows  a  slight  increase, 
possibly  it  may  be  more  appreciated  in  the  future.

During  the  year  257  Volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
stock,  and  brings  the  total  of  both  Departments  to 
19,948.  The  proportion  of  Fiction  purchased  is  less  than 
usual,  and  care  has  been  exercised  in  the  selection.  The 
constant  wear  and  tear  of  the  more  popular  class  has 
necessitated  250  being  replaced,  whilst  368  have  been 
rebound,  and  innumerable  minor  repairs  done  by  the  staff. 

The  Eeading;  Magazine,  and  Ladies'  Eooms  are 
frequently  full,  in  fact  sometimes  crowded  ;  probably  1,000 
per  day  would  be  a  low  estimate  of  the  number  of  readers.  A 
shelf  has  been  placed  in  the  Magazine  Eoom,  whereby  each 
Magazine  has  a  recognised  place.  Various  readers  have 
expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  innovation. 

The  Reading  Room  at  Hyde  Park  is  also  very  well 
attended. 

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  borrowers  enrolled, 
viz.,  2,018  against  2,100  ;  but  342  Students'  Tickets  have  been 
applied  for,  compared  with  320.  Tables  V.,  VI.,  and  VII., 
w^hich  give  the  ages,  occupations,  and  wards  of  the  Borough 
in  which  borrowers  reside,  show  that  scholars,  students,  and 
teachers  are  the  most  appreciative  of  the  Library.  In  regard 
to  the  wards,  the  East  has  the  largest  and  the  West  the 
least  number.  Possibly  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  East  being 
more  adjacent  than  the  West,  or  perhaps  the  residents  are  a 
more  leisured  class. 

Several  Books  have  been  presented  to  the  Library,  and 
the  thanks  of  the  Committee  tendered  to  the  donors. 

The  tragically  sudden  death  of  the  late  Mayor 
(Councillor  Ellis)  removed  an  estimable  and  valued  member 
of  the  Committee.  His  decease  is  much  regretted  by  his 
colleagues  and  the  staff.

Report  of  the  Committee. 


TO  TEE  TOWN  COUNCIL  OF  DONCASTEB. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Library  Committee  beg  to  present  their  Eeport 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1909 :  the  fortieth  since 
the  institution  of  the  Library  :  the  Free  Libraries  Act  having 
been  adopted  in  1869 ;  amongst  smaller  provincial  towns, 
Doncaster  being  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Library  movement. 

The  aggregate  issue  of  books  recorded  in  this  depart- 
ment (74,539),  is  a  decrease  of  7,249  from  the  previous  year's 
total  (81,788),  which  was  considerably  in  excess  of  any  former 
year.  The  reduction  is  accounted  for,  by  the  fact  of  the 
Library  only  being  open  278  days  compared  to  303  (closed  for 
Painting,  etc.,  September  6th  to  October  11th),  and  seeing  that 
the  daily  average  has  only  fallen  from  270  to  2()8,  it  can  be 
assumed,  that  the  high  figures  of  the  previous  year  have  been 
well  maintained.  There  has  been  a  considerable  decrease  in 
the  per  centage  of  Fiction  borrowed,  viz  :  75%  to  71%  :  this, 
may  be  taken  as  evidence  that  the  Library  is  becoming  more 
useful  for  educational  purposes  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case. 

Several  borrowers  liave  availed  themselves  of  the 
privilege  of  having  books  retained  :  720  post  cards  have  been 
sent  informing  them  of  books  being  in.  On  the  other  hand  784 
have  had  to  be  applied  to  for  the  return  of  overdue  books  :  the 
amount  accruing  from  Fines  being  £36  18s.  6d. 

A  Juvenile  Department  has  been  organized  and 
opened  during  the  year.  The  innovation  has  already  proved 
advantageous  in  more  than  one  respect :  besides  facilitating 
the  issue  of  books  to  children,  it  is  a  further  aid  to  them  in 
their  choice,  as  a  collection  of  suitable  books  are  always 
accessible.  The  relief  to  the  other  counter  is  also  satisfactory 
to  adult  borrowers. 

By  transfers  from  other  classes,  and  purchases,  a 
nucleus  of  850  vols,  has  been  formed,  which  number  the  com- 
mittee hope  to  augment  to  meet  the  expected  increased  demand. 

The  number  of  books  consulted  in  the  Eeference,  has 
increased  from  1,438  to  1,718  :  the  advance  is  more  appreciable 
when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  the  Library  was  closed 
five  weeks. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  bring  this  department 
more  under  public  notice  ;  containing  as  it  does  nearly  4,000 
volumes,  a  large  number  being  on  open  shelves,  accessible  to 
readers,  it  is  deserving  of  more  patronage.  The  principal 
addition  has  been  a  donation  of  31  vols,  of  Parliamentary 
debates,  1906-7,  from  C.  N.  Nicholson,  Esq.,  M.P.

Nearly  300  volumes  were  added  during  tlie  period 
under  review,  which,  including  also  cost  of  replacements,  has 
entailed  an  expenditure  of  £109  6s.  6d.,  a  hy  no  means  small 
proportion  of  the  income.  Of  the  additions,  70  only  were 
works  of  Fiction,  about  25%,  and  every  care  was  taken  by  the 
committee  not  to  admit  any  of  the  pernicious  kind  of  whicli 
there  is  such  an  abundance  now  published. 

Several  obsolete  Theological  works  have  l)een  with- 
drawn from  circulation  :  this  having  become  necessary,  owing 
to  the  shelf  acconwdation  being  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity. 

The  constant  wear  and  tear  of  the  more  popular  books 
has  caused  the  replacement  of  250,  and  the  rebinding  of  470 
vohimes,  while  minor  repairs  is  one  of  the  daily  duties  of  the 
staff.  It  can  safely  be  claimed  that  the  condition  of  the  books 
has  improved  during  the  last  fev/  years,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
the  committee  to  know  that  borrowers  frequently  express  their 
appreciation  of  this. 

The  attendance  of  readers  in  the  Eeading,  Magazine 
and  Ladies'  Eooms,  is  quite  up  to  the  average,  in  fact,  it  fre- 
quently occurs  that  nearly  every  newspaper  and  magazine  are 
in  use  at  the  same  time.  The  committee  will  probably  add  to 
the  already  liberal  supply  of  periodicals. 

A  separate  switch  has  been  fixed  for  each  light  on  the 
newspaper  stands  :  the  reader  is  now  able  to  turn  the  light  on 
or  off  as, required.  The  idea  is  approved  of  by  the  public,  and 
is  also  a  means  of  reducing  the  Electricity  Account. 

By  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  Johnson,  and  the  resignations 
of  Councillor  Kobinson  and  Dr.  Corbett,  a  change  has  taken 
place  in  the  membership  of  the  committee.  Mr.  Johnson  had 
only  served  about  two  years,  but  during  that  time  he  had  shewn 
a  keen  interest  in  the  Library.  Councillor  Eobinson  was  one 
of  the  old  and  valued  council  representatives,  whilst  Dr. 
Corbett,  having  accepted  the  appointment  of  Curator  to  the 
Museum  that  is  being  established,  has  to  his  colleagues,  and 
his  own  regret  had  to  relinquish  his  position  on  the  committee. 

The  number  of  borrowers  enrolled  has  increased  from 
2,018  to  2,056.  Of  these,  333  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
Students'  additional  ticket.  This  privilege  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  studious,  and  has  also  induced  others  who  had  formally 
confined  there  reading  to  light  literature  to  take  out  books  of  a 
more  serious  nature. 

The  Library  was  closed  for  the  purpose  of  Painting, 
etc.,  from  September  4th  to  October  11th:  it  was  decided  to 
have  the  tints  as  light  as  possible,  with  the  object  of  brighten- 
ing the  interior,  as  before  with  dark  colours  it  was  quite  gloomy. 
It  can  safely  be  claimed  the  selection  made  has  had  the 
desired  effect. 

The  Chairman  and  Librarian  were  deputed  to  attend 
the  Library  Association  Conference  held  at  Sheffield.

Report  of  the  Committee. 


TO  THE  TOWN  COUNCIL  OF  DONCASTEB. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Library  Committee  beg  to  present  their  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1910  :  the  forty-first  since 
the  institution  of  the  Library. 

Leudiii^  and  The  aggregate  issues  recorded  in  these  departments, 

Reference 

Departments.  <S0,107,  is  some  3,000  in  excess  of  the  previous  year,  but  doe> 
not  quite  reach  the  record  of  1908,  viz.,  81,788;  yet  it  can 
ahnost  be  safely  assumed  that  the  latter  figures  would  have 
been  surpassed,  but  for  the  fact  of  two  General  Elections 
occurring  during  the  period  under  review,  which  no  doubt 
diverted  time  and  attention  from  book-reading. 

The  daily  r.verage  was  267,  varying  from  309  for  the 
month  of  February  to  221  in  August. 

On  Table  1  will  be  seen  an  analysis  of  the  class  of 
books  issued.  Of  the  total.  Fiction  comprised  59  % :  though 
over  half,  it  should  be  considered  that  the  large  majority  are 
standard  works,  and  not  niodern  ephemeral  novels. 
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In  the  Juvenile  Class  12,522  is  the  nuniber,  which 
testifies  the  need  of  such  a  department  in  a  library,  and 
justifies  the  Committee  in  their  encouragement  of  reading 
amongst  children.  The  advantage  of  the  cultivation  of  the 
reading  habit  to  them,  and  probably  their  teachers  too,  is 
obvious. 

The  privilege  of  bespeaking  books  is  much  appreciated 
borrowers.  About  800  have  been  retained,  and  advice 
post  cards  sent.  On  the  other  hand,  501  negligent  ones  have 
have  had  to  be  applied  to  for  the  return  of  overdue  books,  and 
in  three  instances,  as  a  last  resource,  the  guarantors  were 
appealed  to.  The  amount  accruing  from  Fines  was 
£39  7s. 

The  Reference  Department  shows  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  books  consulted,  viz.,  2,010,  compared  to  1,718  the 
year  before.  These  figures  are  not  a  true  criterion  of  the  utility 
of  this  department,  as  a  considerable  number  of  books  are  on 
open  shelves  accessible  to  readers  and  in  constant  use,  but  no 
record  taken  of  them.  The  new  edition  of  the  Encyclopaedia 
l-)ritannica  has  already  been  ordered,  and  will  no  doubt  prove 
a  great  acquisition.  The  need  of  a  file  of  an  important  daily 
paper  is  much  felt,  and  to  supply  the  want  the  Committee 
have  decided  that  the  Times  should  be  kept  for  this  purpose. 

The  total  now  contained  in  the  Library  reaches  20,117 
^'olumes.  Of  these  16,761  are  in  the  Lending,  and  3,356  the 
Reference  Department. 

The  additions  during  the  year  have  been  350  volumes, 
of  w  hich  74  only  were  Fiction  :  a  mere  tithe  of  the  great 
(piaiitity  pul)lished.  Great  care  is  exercised  in  the  selection, 
iind  it  is  questionable  whether  a  larger  number  tlian  those 
l)iirchased  were  actually  wortliy  of  being  included  in  a 
])ermancnt  collection.  It  has  been  decided  to  have  a  large 
innnl)er  of  (ixpcnsive  books  on  loan,  inst(3ad  of  purchasing 
oiiti  ight  at  publislied  price.  This  will  be  a  means  of  putting 
books  to  actual  tost  whether  they  are  likely  to  be  of  permanent 
value. 
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The  constant  wear  and  tear  of  the  popular  classes  has 
necessitated  295  volumes  being  re-placed  and  471  re-bound. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  the  condition  of  the 
stock,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  a  vast  improvemeni  has 
been  made. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  frequent  expressions  of 
appreciation  are  heard.  When  it  is  considered  that  £143  was 
spent  in  new  books  and  re-placements,  it  will  be  seen  that  no 
expense  is  being  spared  to  attain  this  desirable  object. 

The  need  of  more  shelving  accommodation  is  becoming 
keenly  felt.  Several  hundred  volumes  have  had  to  be  stored 
on  the  tops  of  the  bookcases,  and  are  very  inaccessible  for  the 
staff  to  reach.  This  applies  to  both  Lending  and  Keference 
Departments. 

leading  The  Hst  of   periodicals  taken  has  been  added  to ; 

Looms.  including  the  Hyde  Park  Reading  Room,  136  are  supplied. 

The  number  of  readers,  considering  the  increased 
population  in  the  neighbourhood,  is  steadily  increasing : 
frequently  nearly  every  paper  and  periodical  are  in  use  at  the 
same  time. 

foriower^;.  The  uumber  of  borrowers  enrolled  was  2,060,  against 

2,056  the  year  before.  Students'  tickets  have  been  issued 
to  349,  compared  to  333.  This  privilege  is  becoming  more 
appreciated,  and  is  a  means  of  increasing  tlie  utility  of  the 
Library. 

Four  changes  have  been   made  in  the  Committee.

Alderman  Birkinshaw,  owing  to  ill-health,  having  to  relinquish 
some  of  his  public  work  ;  and  the  Rev.  Halliw^ell  Thomas,  by 
reason  of  removing  from  the  town,  has,  to  his  own  and  his 
colleagues'  regret,  had  to  resign  from  the  Committee.  The 
reverend  gentleman  was  one  of  the  oldest  co-opted  members, 
and  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  Library,  his  knowledge  of 
literature  being  of  great  value,  and  it  is  fully  realized  how 
serious  a  loss  is  sustained  by  his  removal.  Mr.  W.  Jardine 
and  Mr.  R.  Cave  have  also  resigned. 
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Donations.  Several    donations    of    books    Iiave    been  received. 

0.  N.  Nicholson,  Esq.,  M.P,,  las  again  shown  his  interest 
in  the  Library  by  presenting  The  Sacred  Books  of  the  East, 
48  volumes ;  also  a  further  collection  of  Parliamentary 
Debates. 

General.  The  Library  was  closed  September  5th  to  12th  foi-  the 

purpose  of  stocktaking.  It  is  worthy  of  notice  every  book  has 
been  accounted  for.  This  might  be  taken  as  practical  proof 
of  the  excellence  of  the  system  of  issuing.

Report  of  the  Committee. 


To  the  Town  Council  of  T)oncaster. 
Gkxtlkmkn, 

1  be  Library  Committee  be.t^  to  present  their  Report 
of  the  workinti'  of  the  Library  for  the  year  endin,£^  December 
31st,  IQ12. 

The  period  under  review  has  been  somewhat  notable 
in  the  history  of  the  Institution.  After  due  consideration, 
and  inspection  of  other  Libraries,  the  Committee  decided  to 
adopt  the  safe-guarded  "open-access"  system.  Whilst  at 
first,  some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  were  not 
particularly  impressed  wiih  the  proposed  change,  the  report 
of  the  Deputation  which  visited  other  towns,  and  saw  the 
system  in  practice,  was  sufficiently  convincing,  that  the  final 
decision  was  unanimously  in  favour.  It  was  real.sed  at  the 
outset,  that  the  arrangements  of  the  interior  of  the  Library, 
though  quite  satisfactory  for  the  "  closed  indicator  system," 
would  have  to  undergo  considerable  alteration  for  the  new 
conditions,  but  with  the  Borough  Architect's  aid,  the  building 
was  transformed,  and  adapted  for  the  purpose  with  the  very 
best  result. 
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The  alterations  made  it  necessary  to  close  the 
Library  for  five  weeks,  and  entailed  considerable  expense,  but 
this^yiewed  with  equanimity,  as  under  the  chan^^ed  order  of 
things  economies  can  be  effected  which  will  probably  more 
than  counterbalance  any  outlay.  Satisfaction  may  reasonably 
be  felt  at  the  fact  of  the  Institution  being  brought  into  line 
with  the  most  modern  Libraries.  To  the  borrower  the  facili- 
ties and  advantages  given,  will  doubtless  prove  a  great  boon. 
Though  rather  bewildering  to  them  at  first,  as  they  have 
become  more  accustomed  to  the  new  arrangement,  with  a 
very  few  exceptions,  nearly  everyone  highly  appreciates  the 
efforts  which  have  been  made  to  make  the  Library  more  useful. 
The  "open  access"  will  probably  have  the  effect  of  dis- 
interring many  books.  The  eminent  orator  who  a  short  time 
ago  alluded  to  public  librarie3  as  Cemeteries  for  dead 
books "  might  possibly  change  his  opinion,  if  he  saw  the 
activity  which  exists  in  some  libraries  where  this  system  is  in 
vogue. 

ISSUES. 

The  aggregate  issues  recorded  (70,923)  is  below  the 
previous  year's  total  (77,090),  yet  the  daily  average  is  slightly 
more,  viz.  : — 257  compared  to  256  ;  this  is  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  of  the  Library  only  being  open  on  275  days  against 
302  the  year  before,  owing  to  having  to  be  closed  during  the 
time  the  structural  alterations  were  made.  In  spite  of  the 
somewhat  large  decrease  in  the  total  issue,  the  class  '  Religion 
and  Moral  Philosophy  "  shows  a  slight  increase.  The  first  of 
the  appended  tables,  which  gives  an  analysis  of  the  class  of 
books  issued  is  worthy  of  study  ;  the  percentage  of  Fiction 
(59)  is  practically  stationary,  but  it  is  hoped  this  in  future 
will  decrease,  as  now  the  borrowers  have  the  privilege  of 
handling  all  classes  of  literature,  they  will  certainly  discover 
many  works  which  will  appeal  to  them,  which  before  had 
been     buried  "  in  the  catalogue. 

The  Juvenile  section  is  not  appreciated  quite  as 
much  as  the  Committee  would  like  to  see  it,  considering  the 
number  of  scholars  cllgil^le  for  borrowing,  a  total  issue  of 
about  ten  thousand  for  the  year  is  much  too  low.     There  is 
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certainly  scope  for  this  number  to  be  doubled  or  even  trebled, 
and  efforts  will  be  made  to  attract  scholars  to  make  use  of 
the  department  provided  for  them. 

The  Reference  Department  is  certainly  more  used 
than  it  was  formerly  ;  the  issues  recorded  are  no  criterion  of 
its  utility,  as  no  account  is  taken  of  the  use  made  of  Dictiona- 
ries, Annuals,  &c.,  which  are  on  open  shelves  and  in  constant 
demand.  Many  readers  only  require  perhaps  the  meaning  or 
derivation  of  a  word,  to  verify  a  date,  or  some  other  brief 
reference  which  certainly  does  not  justify  the  trouble  to  them 
of  filling  up  a  form,  which  is  of  no  other  use  than  for 
statistical  purposes. 

The  printed  catalogue  of  this  department  being  out 
<^f  date,  a  new  one  on  the  "  card  "  principle  has  been  com- 
piled which  has  the  advantage  of  being  easily  kept  up-to-date, 
this  is  impossible  with  a  printed  one. 

STOCK. 

The  total  number  of  Books  in  stock  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  20,526  ;  some  281  vols,  having  been  added.  The 
system  of  ha\  ing  books  on  loan  has  been  contmued,  which 
besides  providing  a  continuous  supply  of  new  and  often  ex- 
pensive works,  acts  also  as  a  practical  test  of  their  value  for 
permanent  stock.  During  the  time  the  Library  was  closed, 
the  opportunity  was  taken  of  weeding  out  a  large  number  of 
the  old  stock  ;  these  the  special  Sub-Committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  are  carefully  examining  with  the  intention  of 
retaining  any  that  they  consider  may  be  of  value. 

Some  350  vols,  mostly  popular  standard  novels  have 
been  replaced  during  the  year,  and  595  vols,  re-bound. 

BORROWERS. 

The  number  of  borrowers  enrolled  is  cojisiderably  in 
excess  of  the  year  before,  viz.  : — 2128  againt  1976,  an 
increase  of  152.  It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  the  number  was 
about  the  same  at  the  time  the  Library  was  closed  as  the 
year  previous,  the  increase  has  been  entirely  since  the  re- 
opening on  August  ist.     This  is  gratifying  to  the  Committee, 
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and  gives  proof  that  what  has  been  done  has  met  with  the 
approval  of  the  public.  Some  203  have  paid  the  small  sub- 
scription charged  to  non-residents ;  only  a  fraction  of  the 
large  suburban  population.  Possibly  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  they  will  have  the  same  privileges  as  residents  of  the 
Borough. 

READING  ROOMS. 

There  is  little  to  relate  in  regard  to  this  deparment, 
the  attendance  is  well  maintained  in  all  the  rooms.  The 
Daily  Citizen,"  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  papers  taken. 
It  might  be  mentioned  that  the  Labour  Exchange  send  daily 
lists  of  workpeople  wanted  ;  these  relieve  the  newspapers,  of 
which,  the  columns  of  advertisements  were  so  eagerly  scanned. 

GENERAL. 

The  member  for  Doncaster  Division,  Sir  C.  N. 
Nicholson,  M.P.,  has  again  shown  his  interest  in  the  Library 
by  presenting  several  vols. 

The  Chairman  and  Librarian  were  deputed  to 
attend  the  Library  Association  Conference  held  at  Liverpool, 
September  2-6,  a  report  of  the  proceedings  was  afterwards 
issued  to  each  member  of  the  Committee. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  tendered  to  the 
local  Press  for  publication  of  "  Lists  of  Books  added,"  &c.
